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ABSTRACT 

The Interagency Committee on Population Research has 
prepared this inventory in response to its functional goals of 
facilitating the exchange of information and coordinating the efforts 
of various Federal agencies concerned with research related to human 
population problems. Scope of the inventory encompasses a broad 
spectrum of research in the biological, medical, social, and 
behavioral sciences. The information it provides should prove 
valuable to those working in the population field by identifying the 
types of research supported by Federal agencies and by assisting in 
the identification of areas needing expanded efforts to help solve 
the population problems. Over 700 projects are classified by research 
area and grouped under the following major headings: (1) Reproductive 

Processes and Contraceptive Development, (2) Fertility Regulation 
Techniques Presently in Use, (3) Animal Behavior and Ecology, (4) 
Social and Behavioral Sciences, and (5) Population Centers and 
Multidisciplinary Biomedical- Behavioral Programs. Citations provide: 
title of project, principal investigator, grantee agency and 
subdivision, funding mechanism, FY 1971 funds, project period, and 
total project funds. An alphabetical index of investigators, keyed to 
projects described, is appended. This updated report for FY 1971 is 
the third in a series of such inventories. (BL)

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INTRODUCTION 



The fiscal year 1971 Inventory of federally supported population 
research represents a cooperative effort on the part of each of 
contributing agencies, and includes all projects- intramural and extra- 
mural grants and contracts-- in which population research constitutes a 
major’emphasis. Approximately 700 projects were included in the Inventory 
with FY 1971 funds totaling over $100 million. 

The projects have been classified by research area and are grouped 
under the following major headings: 



Reproductive Processes and Contraceptive Development 
Fertility Regulation Techniques Presently in Use 
Animal Behavior and Ecology 
Social and Behavioral Sciences 

Population Centers and Multidisciplinary Biomedical-

Quantitative data on the pooled Federal Government programs in 
population research may be found in the following tables. Table 1 
summarizes by supporting agency the number of projects and total dollar 
support from FY 1971 funds. Over $100 million was obligated by Federal 
agencies, the largest 1971 outlay, $47 million, being reported by the 
Department of Commerce, mostly in connection with the compilation of 
census data. The Department of Health, Education, and Welfare ranked 
second in dollar support, with $36 million. More than two-thirds of this 
amount went to projects of the Center for Population Research in the 
National Institute of Child Health and Human Development. The State 
Department's Agency for International Development was third in terms of 
monetary size of program. There were 45 projects for which the appro- 
priate 1971 funds could not be estimated, mostly in the Agency for 
International Development and the Veterans Administration. However, 
these projects would not affect the rank of the top three agencies. 

Included in the Inventory are approximately 700 projects, the 
great majority of which were supported by the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare. 

If the effect of the decennial census on the figures is discounted 
(Department of Commerce reported $124 million for 1970), the total for 
the remaining agencies shows a substantial increase between 1970 and 1971. 
Most of this increase occurred in DHEW due principally to program develop- 
ment of the Center for Population Research, but there were also increases 
in some other agencies, for example, programs of the Department of Labor 
and the National Science Foundation. 

Table 2 provides a classification of the 1971 projects by research 
area. Nearly two- thirds of the projects, over 400, fell under the heading 
of "Reproductive Processes and Contraceptive Development." Within this 



category the largest number of projects, about 150, were in "Reproductive 
Endocrinology." However, the most rapid numerical growth over the past 
year occurred in "Development of New Fertility Regulation Techniques." 

The apparent dollar decrease in thi3 category is an artifact arising, 
from the 1970 funding of three large projects for which some $6 million 
was obligated to be used over a period of several years. There was a 
real and pronounced growth in research activity in this area, as re- 
flected by the substantial increase in the number of projects, due 
primarily to the expansion of the contract program of the Center for 
Population Research in NICHD. Most of the raw projects were studies of 
natural or synthetic agents affecting fertility. There were also, for 
the first time, a number of projects on the development of new contra- 
ceptive devices and reversible sterilization techniques. This led to 
the establishment of a new subcategory in this area. 

The category "Social and Behavioral Sciences" included almost one- 
fourth of the 1971 projects, or over 150. In this area, the largest 
concentration of projects was in "Demography and Sociology" with the 
remainder divided between "Research on Family Planning Services" and 
"Data Generation, Compilation, and Analysis." 

The distribution of funds was weighted heavily toward the category 
"Social and Behavioral Sciences." Even disregarding the $46 million for 
decennial census activities classified under "Data Generation, Compila- 
tion, and Analysis," the social science category contains nearly half, 
about $27 million, of the remaining population research funds. The other 
large area of population research was "Reproductive Processes ar.u Contra- 
ceptive Development j" over $23 million in Federal funds went to projects 
in this category. 

The observations made above call attention to a few of the highlights 
of the data summarized in the tables. From these, and from the informa- 
tion contained in the body of the Inventory, we hope it will be possible 
to pinpoint gap areas and thus facilitate a more coordinated approach to 
the solution of population problems through federally supported research.
